The Great Unknown. 

About two years ago, Mr. A. W. Hardin, of .letter sod 
county, Ky., became impressed with the idea that a stallion 
in his possession was none other Ilian the lojit Trojan—a 
horse sired by Flying Cloud, dam Lady Suulsbury by Old 
Abdallah; bred by S. H. Bow no, of Long Island, who sold 
hint lo Mr. Garnett, of Missouri. In 18(13 or '94 Trojan was 
stolen by guerillas, taken South, and although great effort 
was made for his recovery, on account of the superiority of 
the colts he left in Missouri, no tidings could be bad of him, 
and it was supposed he was dead until Mr. Hardin began lo 
investigate the claims of his horse. Mr. J. C. Graves, who 
Imd often driven Trojan, and shown him at fairs, and Mr. J. 
II. Estcll, who lived in the neighborhood where Trojan was 
owned before being stolen, went to Mr. Hardin's place, 
identified the horse, and made affidavit that they could not 
be mistaken. A description of Mr Hardin’s horse was sent 
to S. H Bowne, who bred Trojan, and he answered ny let¬ 
ter: “ Your description of Trojan is correct; you certainly 
have him.” But there was one other man’s evidence wanted. 
Mr. Thomas C. Graves knew Trojan front the time he was 
taken to Missouri till the time he was stolen, and last week 
he went to Kentucky, by request of Mr. Hardin, In Bee the 
horse. The result of his visit is given in the following letter, 
published in the Indianapolis People, of April 1: 

Wortkisciton, Ky., Murch 26, 1876. 

Friend R.—Mr. T. C Graves, of Petra, Missouri, reached 
in$ house on Friday evening, and I write you promptly. 
Ills decision is that 1 have not Trojan. Now R, as san¬ 
guine as I have been in this matter, my faith is some shaken 
Mr. T. 0. Graves is a gentleman of very decided character, 
and was perhaps more familiar w ith Trojan than any one 
outside of his owners to whom be is brother-in-law. I now 
propose to fall back upon this old hero's former name—The 
Great Unknown. This matter is considerably mixed up, 
and may never be uncovered. I am still a believer in his 
royalty, and will never rest until I get some other clue to the 
problem. His offspring stamp him as a sire entitied to good 
marcs, but until 1 cun dispel every cloud 1 will hare to stand 
the Great Unknown at a low price. I intend, In the future 
as iu the past, to play honest and practice no deception upon 
the public—until I am thoroughly convinced to the con¬ 
trary, 1 will represent him as a mystery. Mr. Graves was 
frank enough to say that in some respects the old horse was 
the exact counterpart of Trojan, but says as far as legs ate 
concerned the unknown fur surpasses Trojan, and he Uiioks 
equals any living horse. If I have not Trojan, I have a 
grand old horse who is curving his ow n fortune.

•reedlug, he can have a dog that Is fit either to compete for a prtae at a 
bench show, or In a field trial. These are the klud of dogs we want to 
breed, aud in order to do this, we must have the true “blue bloodand 
to get this, the Kennel Club should take the matter In hand, and tip- 
point some one well acquainted with all the bench aud field trial shows 
In England, and exhibitors, to go over and visit the shows and select 
some id the best, and when selected, to have a trial of them, and after 
that. It would not be necessary to pay high prices. I am satisfied that I 
could purchase dogs, good both on show bcuch and in the field, at 
inodeiatc prices, providing It was not kuowu they were for America.

Bog- Racing at l.illle Bridge. 

In the north of England one of the long-established sport* Is lhal of 
dog racing, where feasible bogged rabbits and hares arc sometime* 
storied before the contestants to test their speed. The cruelty of turn¬ 
ing a poor half-dazed rabbit out of n sack on strange grouud, before a 
couple of dogs generally in an enclosed space, from which there Is not 
the Slightest possibility of escaping. I- much lo be deprecated, and the 
system of racing them on a (dan by which this ma-socre is avoided tp‘» 
now become very common in the northern counties. The Aral Illustra¬ 
tion of this Interesting sport given In the .outh took place a few weeks 
ago at Lillie Bridge, anil then, although the- idea was .0 thoroughly 
novel to southerners, -uoh a respectable number of entries was obtained 
thnt it wa* decided to have another trial, and on Monday Inst four 
stakes were run for There were no less than flfly-four entries, the 
•'renter portion of which " toed the mark." The system of racing dogs 
without game, to draw them out. consists In one person, generally a 

stranger to the doe. holding the latter at the starting mark, while the 
master goes near to the winning post. aud. In any way he may think lit, 
entices hi. dog lo him. The animals ure drawn as nl 11 coursing meeting, 
and the two competitors, thus matched, are slipped at the word "go." 
the one first crossing the crease at the winning post, some distance be¬ 
hind which the respective owners retire. In order lo draw them 
out as they race home, being of eonrae declared the winner. The com¬ 
petitors at Lillie Brides on Mouday were certainly a heterogeneous 
lot. but the majority of the animals entered for the two stakes for dogs 
exceeding 45 lh... and Ihat " for dogs exceeding 45 lb*., and not exceed¬ 
ing 45 Ins.,” were well-bred greyhound*. There were, however, 
amongst them a coltey and a big black noudesrrlpt. Neither of these 
of eonrae had the least chance against the greyhounds, although the 
nondescript r»n well. The entries In the two stakes for smaller dog. 
“exceeding 15 Ibe , and not exceeding 25 lb.„" mid " log. under 15 lbs.," 
seemed to he principally of the Italian grevhound tvpe. there being in 
most instance* to all appearance" a (ta*h at least ot the wire-hatred terrier 
In them, a crus, which harden, them a little and takes sway that almost 
chronic shiver Italian greyhound" seem losuffcr from. There was also 
a fair muster of fox terriers, and a few specimens of the canlno race 
that wonld have defled the most accomplished authority on such sub¬ 
ject* to decided as to what Incongruous mixture of breeds they owed 
their origin. The eonrae on Mondav was 2(10 yards long, and profiting 
hy former experience the dogs were started thirty yards apart, and a 
Canvas screen was erected a part of the way to prevent Jostling, 
which occured on the former occasion. This arrangement waa 
effectual with one nr two exceptions only: one of the large 
greyhounds, although his opponent wa* hidden by and racing on the 
opposite side of the screen, seemed to nndertand all about It. and took 
a flying leap over the canvas to his “unseen foe.” A very close finish 
ensued, an0 the two dogs apparently becoming Jealons of each other at 
the finish had a fight over IL bnt they were soon parted. Several of the 
dogs It conld be seen were well-trained. and seldom swerved from n 
straight.couree, hut strained every moacle to reach the goal before 
their opponent; when the final ties therefore came and the novices hod 
been weeded nut. some pretty racing was witnessed, In the stakes for 
dogs over 451b th- animal- started level, as also did those In the stakee 
for dogs nnder t51b.; In the Intermediate two stakee mentioned above 
however one yard per pound was ceded hy the heavier to the lighter 
doge. The winner* for dogs over 451b' were Mr. Davison's Leggle let 
(£4), end Mr. Day's Nettle 2d ( £2). For dog* between S5lb. and 4511).: 
Mr. Tuck's Clara and Maid of Athene 1st (£1 tOs.t, and 2d (£1 lOs.j, 
respectfully. For dogs between 151b, and 251b.: Mr. Wilkinson’* Aft. 
Step and Fetch It 1st {£»); Mr. Borer's Bella 2 (£11. For dogs under 
151b.: Mr. Wllkiuson's Just In Time lst(£l 10*.) , Mr. Tavlor's Tinker 
2d (10s.) Tinker It a fox-terrier, and wss the only competitor that was 
not Bgreyhonnd. or hsd a large share of greyhound In hl« composition, 
that got a place on the prize list. It Is announced that during the

by the party eelecliug the dogs, who count alter ptircnaetng me nogs, 
bring them over aud pay proper attention to them on the voyage, and 
ton wiil find tititlll this is done, purchasers will be imposed on. 

Your remark* as regards lo what 1 call "In and in'* Judging at showa, 
as 1 before wrote you, tire very true, but 1 once and for all say that at a 
bench show, dogs should not be Judged lu uuhlic, ns after seven years 
experience In England. In private and public Judging. I came to the 
conclusion thal public judging Is perfectly unendurable to men who 
have to carefully weigh and crlltclsc the various point* of dogs. Say In 
a class of 24 dogs, their owners and friends are standing around the 
ring and each time a dog is Inspected, the remarks are made loud 
enough to he heard by either owners or friends, "look at bis che*L" 
-his head," there's a good color for you," and so on. Would this not 
Interfere with the judges? The best way I 
tbluk would be to appoint paid judges, above reproach 
who would he deemed honorable enough to give a decision In private, 
fair lo all concerned: and 1 do nol sec why a thorough good "dog matt" 
should not be able to Judge lu all classes. Agtiiti 1 differ from you¬ 
ths! Is. in announcing the names of the judges before (he entries close. 
It will never work, as Intending exhibitors may have some prejudice 
(probably wlthottl cause) against some of the Judges, and -o would nol 
-end their dog*, which might keep some of the heal dogs from the show. 

The plan 1 should suggest lo every society. Is to call a committee 
meeting about three weeks before the show, and then 10 select the 
names of Judges lu each class, always leaving a margin in case some 
do not accept, at tlte same time ascertaining tlielr charges and defining 
their duties, stating the time Ihey would be required to judge, which 
would prevent running around after judges at me last moment. Ills 
always wise lo appoint Judge- from a distance from where the show I- 
held. Tlte remuneration In England I" generally Ihree guineas aud ex¬ 
pense*: often nothing at nil. 

1 will al some future time give you all the details of carrying a show 

out satisfactorily. ......

A question hoe been asked us, similar to one propounded to one of 
our eastern cotemporsriea, end In our reply we beg to differ la lota from 
them. We have been asked whether, when a bolt bullet, or Creedinoor 
rifle bullet Is flred at a thousand yards, the elevation being 4t> degrees, 
when the bell strikes the ground, the plane being a true horizontal one, 
If the point or butt of the ball would strike Brat. Onr eastern authority 
answers that the point would first touch the plane or the ground. We 
Itislat that It would be exactly the opposite, and that U would he the 
butt: uol that the ball turns over, and that the butt te presented Ural, 
but that the Amt direction, that of the elevatiou of 45 degrees. Is more 
or less continued throughout the whole flight of the projectile. Theo¬ 
retically. litis Is true, os it is practically. The position which a bolt 
bsll takes durlug its flight, is with Its longitudinal axis, and parallel 
with the axis of the gun from which It Is discharged, and Is uever, except 
at the very Instant of the begtnntug of flight, tangent to Its trajectory 
Suppose putting aside the exact science, we try and show practically 
what we mean. In order to designate this particular flight of the bullet, 
let ue take a bit of paper aud draw some lines, lu such a simple manner, 
that the truth of our assertion will be manifest to the most incredulous, 
for this fact of how the hullet flies is nol as well kuowu as it should be. 
and let ns even assure all riflemen that a goodly quota of sclentlflc fncis, 
Is of antazlog help In practice. Draw a base Hue which reuresents the 
line of sight, mtrdlel, of course, with the pintle or ground; then taking 
(he middle of the line, describe a ball circle above It, the extremities of 
tbe clrele stopping at the base line. Then draw a line anywhere at 4*5 
degrees to the base Hue, and oontlnue making Hues parallel with Ibis, 
where the half circle Intersects the parallel Huea will indicate the pant 
bolic flight of the projectile, and tbe parallel line* Jnsl above und below 
tbe Intersection, as have been drawn, tbe direction of the bail, which

tact with the target. Many riflemen tbluk that a solid Creedutoor ball 
has a flight like a rocket, and that the point of the ball follows the curve 
of flight. They forget that the rocket carriee with It lla own power ol 
propulsion, and is guided lu its flight by the etick or tail. In trjtug to 
clear up this question. In regard to which so many error* are made, we 
beg to state that Major Fulton called oar attention to the mistake lhal 
ltaa been made in regard to the flight of the hull, and as his practical 
explanation waa so easily comprehended, that we have given It to our 
readers. We shall be very glad to reply to any questions put to us in 
regard to rifle practice. Such questions ond auswera will always have 
our best attention. 

Recently for “aiming drill" In tbe eastern armories, there has come 
into use " a sub calibre rifle," which has the advantage of the avoidance 
of smoke and noise. Its construction is quite simple. It Is the ordi 
nary atute weapon of any kind, with u barrel of smaller bore, which cau 
be slipped Into the original barrel. While there may he a certain 
amount of benefit to he derived from these eub-cniibre pieccs.lt may 
have the dieadvantage of making the recruit unaccustomed to the recoil 
aud smoke of the regular cartridge. 

A correspondent of the Rod and Hun advances some very excellent 
arguments in regard to changing the color of the hull’s eye black to red. 
If the canvas target was used, it is proposed to sew a piece of rctl flan¬ 
nel on the target for a bull's eye. It may be remembered Ihat in action, 
a red coal is *u object more readily hit than a black one Wo ure In¬ 
clined to think at first sight that the suggestion of n red bull's eye ntny 
be a good one. Will not some of our riflemen try It and report* 

We have been exceedingly anxious that some experiments should be 
made, with express bullets, lu onr Sharp'* and Ke’niugtou rifles. The 
trial would be an easy one, involving no expense. The whole mutter 
lies in making the ball light before, mdetroug enough behind uot lo 
open under the effects of the discharge. Take the ordinary Ureedmom 
ball, and with a small bIL make a hole lu the ball, from the apex exactly 
downwards to about one-third tbe whole distance of the projectile. Dll 
up tbls hole with wax, and yon have an express bullet of couree with 
the heavy charge of powder, the trajectory will be much flutter. Now 
something more. For certain kinds of game, grizzly bears for Instauce, 
this same express nail can be readily converted Into an explosive ball. 
All yon have to do la to take a Smith it Westou cartridge, their smallest 
size, bore s hole in your Ureedmoor bullet, just a shade larger titan the 
Smith A Wesson cartridge, aud pul the Smith A Wesson cartridge Into 
yoor hole, with it* ball downwards, and Us copper base upwards.

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SHOOTING. 

If notwithstanding the observance of the foregoing rules, 
the shooter still finds his trepidation or anxiety unconquered, 
“let him," says the gentleman of Suffolk, “set forth with 
every appendage but (but whut he thinks bard should be 
left behind) powder and shot. A stiff piece of sole leather 
may represent the flint, to spare the face of the hammer. 
When a bird gets up he is certain he cannot kill it; there¬ 
fore he can wait to any length, until he gets it at the end of 
his gun. He must never draw unless positive of seeing the 
bird in that very (mint of situation. Let it go; every fresh 
spring of a bird will make him more composed, and as the 
tremor wears off, he will grow more uniform in his manner 
of getting to it, until at last he will cover It almost to a cer¬ 
tainty, at or very near the same distance. Let him accus¬ 
tom himself also never to take his gun from his arm until 
the bird is on the wing, and never to vary his eye from the 
very one he has fixed upon. Three words should be mental¬ 
ly used, with a pause between, before he brings his piece to 
the shoulder; this will keep him, as it were, in awe of him¬ 
self; and as there is no charm in any particular combination 
of letters, Hold! Halt! Now! may serve as well as any. A 
day thus spent, he may put some powder into the pan, and 
flash away in that manner; the next, pursuing the former 
directions, until he can stare with steadfastness, and pull 
without a wink. The, day following, load with powder 
only, and continue this lesson more or less until be is calm, 
as if the leather were yet in the chops. Now the grand and 
last trial—complete loading. If he feel the least flutter or 
anxiety on his advance to the point, let him draw his shot 
at once; nay, powder also, before he goes up to bis dog; 
and repeat his toties qiioliee until he has whipped himself 
into a good temper, and disappointed himself in the accomp¬ 
lishment of his wishes.” 

Although it is impossible to lay down any number of rules 
by which a man will infallibly become a good shot, still 
many important hints may be given, which will much facil¬ 
itate the undertaking; ana at the same time render him safe 
to himself and companions. And here, by the by a word 
on thatrascally practice of carrying a gun cocked, a practice 
which cannot be too much reprobated, as a very great por 
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tion of the fatal accidents which have occurred in shooting, 
can be traced to this cause. If there were the slightest neces¬ 
sity or convenience resulting from it, there would be some 
palliation for the wilful commission of what I consider, 
a grievous crime; but we have before shown 

there can be none, as abundant time is al 
ways hud to cock the gun; and aboot the bird. 
This practice is seldom heard of in England, and 
never tolerated among gentlemen; but it is too shockingly 
prevalent in this country. One man will tell you that he 
always carries his hand on the cock; very true, but his fore¬ 
finger is against the trigger; so that there is an equal chance 
of an involuntary discharge, as though neither the cock nor 
the trigger were touched; besides, a party carrying his gun 
in that situation, is apt to shoot too quickly, or in fact 
before he is at all prepared; as the very act of taking the 
thumb off the cock, naturally presses the finger against the 
trigger. 1 bad the misfortune to witness the death of a man, 
caused in this very manner; and a friend of mine, a few 
days since, had part of the brim of his hat shot away by a 
fellow who was unknown to him in his rear, and who ac¬ 
counted for the accident in the same way. Others will Bay 
they always carry the muzzle of the gun up; they only mean, 
they do so when it is convenient, and when they think of it; 
besides, it is impossible to carry the gun in that way in a 
cripple or cover. Without entering Into a detail of how 
and why accidents may and do result from this infamous 
practice, 1 would advise any gentleman who shall be so 
unfortunate as to be in the field with a companion who will 
persist in such improper conduct, to leave him without cere¬ 
mony, return home, or shoot alone in another direction. 
This may savor of incivility, but a man's politeness shonld 
never jeopardize his life or limbs. If, after cocking bis gun, 
the shooter should be disappointed in getting a shot, be 
should immediately uncoca, and in so doing keep the 
muzzle up, ana be careful to let the cock 

down beyond the half-cock notch, and then 

bring it up again to the half cock; he will ascertain this by 
bearing and feeling the tell, when the dog goes into the 
proper niche of the tumbler. After firing one barrel, and 
designing to reload, be careful to see that the other lock be 
not cocked. After you have put in the powder, and rammed 
home the wad properly, instead of putting the rod under 
your arm or between your teeth, insert it into the loaded 
barrel and give that a smart stroke or two—will be very apt 
to find that, the wadding has raised in the barrel by the con¬ 
cussion or recoil of the gun. This practice serves several 
important purposes. In the first place, it prevents you from 
losing the shot of the loaded barrel; in the second, it pre¬ 
vents any mistake in charging; and the third and most im¬ 
portant is, that all danger of bursting, from the wad rising 
In the barrel, is onvialed. 1 saw, a few weeks since, a val¬ 
uable gun, the left-hand barrel of which was very consid¬ 
erably affected from this cause. A ring, or swell, was 
formed around the barrel, eight or ten inches from the 
breech, and, in the opinion of the gunsmith, would have 
bunted had it not been an excellent twist barrel. 
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BY RED WING. 

Who, that loves the gun, and feels the ecstacy of Held 
sports, but knows the exUiloration of the glorious autumn 
wild fowl shooting? The pure bulnty air and healthful 
exertion, combined with the exbilerating effect of the sport, 
the beauty and variety of scenery, o’er lakelet, Blrearu or 
bayou, all combine to make this one of the most precious, 
as it is assuredly the one of all, which combines the greatest 
variety of shooting. 

Oft have I paused to listen to the welcome, though dis¬ 
cordant honking of a gaggle of wild geese, borne faintly at 
first, hut gradually deepening in tone until the battalion, in 
the full panoply or their glory, stalely and majestic, as they 
sweep by with hearty clangor, until as gradually the “ disrt- 
plined battalion" of arctic voyageurs fade from sight on 
the horizon. 

Say not, most ardent lover of the sports of woodland and 
stubbles, that wild fowl shooting hath but little charms; 
were this grand sport less glorious or exhilerating. it could 
never awake the soul inspiring lines of that geniul 
sportsman and poet laureate, Isaac McLellan; the immortal 
poem of Bryant, or the scarcely less famous strains of the 
lamented J. Cypress. What matters it that the zealous 
wild fowl shooter iB upon sundry and several occasions 
lured forth upon a “ wild goose chase," if this self-same 
uncertainty adds a zest to the pastime hardly equalled by 
upland shooting. In truth, many of my least successful 
quests for wild geese bear to this day a kind, and oft amus 
ing remembrance to me. 

Such a reminder is connected with my first trial at wild 
goose shooting. I was then a youth of seventeen, and had 
acquired a very respectable degree of precission in duck 
shooting; 1 had learned to control my nerves at the sudden 
flight of mallard or teal; to aim readily and promptly, and 
considered—for which I may perhaps be deemed pardonable 
—that I could acquit myself quite creditably in a new and 
untried field. 

As good fortune would have it, I soon learned of a fine 
resort for wild geese, and toward this locality, near the 
close of a fine November day, myself snd dearest com¬ 
panion, Henry Elah wended our way. He, a youth also, 
was quite as zealous and ardent a devotee of field sports 
as myself, and together we had enjoyed many a day's sport¬ 
ing, as now were we to try together our prowess in a new 
sphere. We reached the morass, and off toward the east¬ 
ward lay the still unruffled little pool, the resting place of 
the geese, which was soon to be the scene of our success or 
failure. 

Thtf" sun which had been declining rapidly toward the 
horizon, soon Bet clear and bright beyond the hills, casting 
back its purple and gold reflections upon the surface of the 
pool at our feet, as we rested upon a pile of new mown hay 
at its margin, awaiting the coming of the buttallions of 
geese. Henry looking off to the eastward soon exclaimed, 
“we are to have a companion to-night, it seems, for yonder 
comes Mike Walsh,” pointing toward the eastern extremity 
of the morass. As I looked up I beheld the veritable 
Michael, the coolest and most successful wild goose 
shooter of the region, and as he approached I queried 
“what are the prospects for to-Dight?” 

“Ob, pretty fair; In fact uncommon good, I should say,” 
replied he, “at least 1 heard enough geese down here last 

night to supply all M-for a week but 1 was too busy 

to give them my respects." 

"Well that is fortunate, but iB it not time for the geese to 
put in an appearance?" 

“No, not for a good half hour yet; you sec the sun has 
only now set and the sly fellows are likely Just leuving the 
corn and stubble fields ten miles away, and will not be 
here until dark;" "and boys," he continued, “if you have 
never shot any geese, I may as well warn you that you 
must keep cool and never fire unless you are certain the 
birds arc within range, you must remember that appear¬ 
ances are deceiving in the dim twilight and that a goose at 
fifteen rods will seem to be no more than ten rods away. 
Besides this a wild goose will carry off a good charge of 
shot without flinching If he is not bit in a vital part, and if 
you tire as they advance toward you the shot will glance 
off their breasts like so many hail stones. One unlucky or 
ill-timed shot might spoil the sport for the entire evening, as 
I presume you are aware of the character and manner of 
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charged our weapons, and were ramming down the second 
wad, when Mike, who had fired last, was recapping his 
piece. 

Yet, nimble as wore bis movements, it was destined that 
no more geese were to be killed this fright, as, while reload¬ 
ing, six successve gaggles had flown over bead; and now, as 
the last part passed from range, Mike Imd but finished load 
ing. 
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“No more geese to night" loquaciously remarked he, 
the indistinct sounds came at length to he heard, and the 
place had resumed its wonted stillness, "but that was u 
most unfortunate miss-fire when my gun failed to go off." 

“Unfortunate indeed," replied I. “but that was as nothing 
compared with the ahomnable luck of Henry and myself; 
bow do you n<-Fount for such shooting as we have done to¬ 
night?” 

“Well, you have done pretty fair, considering, and in fact, 
better than I feared," was the not very consoling reply of 
our friend, “you see, this shooting reiiuires coolness, and 
you were both altogether too fast in firing, us I had warned 
you not to fire as they came toward you, and both of you 
shot directly at the birds as they faced you.” 

“But how about the one we did munuge to blunder down?" 
said IleDry, “is there no wav of going around this miry 
piece and getting the goose r' 

“Well I should say not, leastwise, for my own part 1 
would not attempt it for a dozen geese, as ten to one you 
would be into a spring hole to your shoulders before you had 
reached the Utile turn there; this whole marsh is only a float¬ 
ing bog, and around these pools—'tis a risky bnsiuess to go 
into such places." 

With these words we all Btarted homeward, Mike, as the 
moBt experienced, leading, and Henry and myself following 
crestfallen at our ill success, slowly and carefully through 
the treacherous morass. Literally feeling our way, we 
passed in silence, until unexpectedly the low honking of 
wild geese reached our ears, coming nearer, until by the 
soft, low plashing of waters we bad so recently deserted. 
Mike for the once bail proved in error, but it was now too 
late to retrace our steps, as the darkness was intense, there 
being no moon, and thus we were fain to follow the beacon 
light of the nearest farm-house at the edge of the wood-land. 
When, an hour later, we arrived home disconsolate; though 
I an now certain that this, our first lesson, served to teach 
Henry and myself more than we then Ihought, of the modus 
operandi of "uHld-goose shooting.*

We promised attention to his directions, confident in our 
ability to do justice lo ourselves, as well as the sly .-laser 
Canadensis By this time the light had waned perfectly, 
hnd the shudea of eve cast their shadows upon the darken 
ing pool, when Mike walked away toward the eastern ex¬ 
tremity, admonishing us to strict silence, and saying that in 
case either saw the wild-fowl approaching he was lo make 
it known by a low whistle. 

Not long were we kept in suspense, as a low but distinct 
whistle from the ever alert Michael warned us that he. had 
espied an approaching squadron, and sure enough, as we 
glanced lo the south-west, there, advancing toward the cool, 
translucent water, were the proud wild-fowl fifty strong, in 
as fine form, and with as stirring though suhdued clamor as 
ever delighted a sportsman’s eye and ear. 

When first beheld they could not have been upwards of 
one hundred yards off, so silently and phantom-like had 
they approached, and their large, van-like wings seemed al 
most to sweep the rushes and nags, so low were they flying. 
At the first sight, and the sound of the murmured honking, 
"thrilled upon our ears" we crouched low upon the grass, 
our nerves trembling as with an ague chill, from excite¬ 
ment. 

As the wild geese sailed down slowly to the dark water 
both Henry and myself pulled trigger, the two shots sound¬ 
ing simultaneously, but whether we held fairly upon the 
birds, or upon the dark water beneath them, neither of us 
could at this moment affirm. As the “disciplined battalia” 
wheeled sheer to the right, it became painfully evident that 
neither shot had proved effective, as all flew away un¬ 
harmed. Again the two reports rang out together on the 
still twilight, flashing as vividly as before, and a solitary 
goose fell beyond the farthest margin of the pool, while the 
remainder with redoubled and vigorous clamor, sailed away 
again. Meanwhile Mike had waited until the outlying rank 
of the squadron, alarmed at the two sharp reports from our 
guns, rose higher and wheeled directly over his bead, when 
at his shot a fine fowl of seventeen pounds fell almost at 
his feet. As he essayed to fire again the cap missed fire, 
but very coolly he dropped the butt of the gun reloading as 
accurately and quickly as though at target practice. His 
cool, mechanical precision here aided him, in as much as 
while Henry and myself in our nervous hurry had but 


The chamois is found in the Alps, the Pyrenees, and in 
the Asiatic mountains. Its length is about three foet, and 
its height, two. The boms of the chamois are well planted 
on the forehead, are straight three-fourths of their length, 
and bend back near the end. 

The hair is of a tawny color, coarse on the upper part of 
the body, but soft and yellow on the breast. The skin is 
valuable for making shoes and gloves, and the flesh is good 
to eat; nevertheless, chamois-hunting is far from being profit¬ 
able, as there is not another animal in the world so difficult 
to capture. 

Chamois generally live in tribes, the males keeping apart 
from the females except in the rutting season. When a 
herd is browsing in a valley, some of the oldest animals 
play sentinel on an over-hanging rock; at the approach of 
danger, they give warning, and the flock will fly over preci¬ 
pices and through ravines with a swiftness which soon puts 
them out of range. 

Sometimes an old buck will be driven out of the herd by 
the young males, and although he will select a place very 
difficult of access, he can be approached while browsing and 
killed, there being no sentinel to warn him of his danger. 

1 first beheld a chamois in the autumn of 187—, when 1 
was sojourning in the town of Aix, in Savoy, having selected 
that beautiful watering place whence to make excursions to 
the various points of interest which abound from la Grand 
Chartreuse , to Geneva. At Aix, I met a gentleman who 
was possessed of the same passion for making excursions as 

myself, und one day in conversing with Mr. D--1 told 

him I would not leave the country without taking with me 
a chamois' Bkin as a trophy. 

“If you arc in earnest," be replied, “I can help you. I am 
acquainted with the most hardy chamois-hunter in the country 
who is soon going to start on his annual hunt; we will meet 
him at Chatubcsy next week, but you must make your prep¬ 
arations for a month’s hunt. Mr. Bontus, that is his name, 
will lead you into the best parts of the mountain, but you 
must be very careful, as you will have to ascend the most 
dangerous [teaks, for he follows wherever the chamois goes. 

Mr. Bontus proved to be a man ahout thirty years of age, 
short, slender, and well-knit, displaying extraordinary 
strength. He had two servants, Daniel, an elderly tnan, 
and Correo, a young Italian. 

The next day we started for the valley of Montmelian, 
where we were to begin operations, provided with guns, 
ammunition, and stout ropes. 

I learned from Bontus that the autumn is the best season 
for chamois-hunting; that the spring is dangerous on account 
of the likelihood o? finding crevasses concealed by light 
beds of snow, and in the summer, the graceful animal is so 
disturbed by excursionists, that they are very wild, and dif¬ 
ficult to approach, added to which are the terrible ava¬ 
lanches produced by the melting of snow in summer. 

There are three kinds of avalancbcs; the first iB where the 
snow drifts like dust from the slopes into a valley, burying 
entire villages; the second, the snow rolls suddenly down in 
one vast mass, crushing and covering everything in its fell 
swoop; the third is still more terrible, carrying in Us course 
the gravelly earth and any impediment it encounters. By 
this last, houses, vineyards, and forests have been bourne 
from one site to another, giving rise to inextricable law suits 
to determine the proprietorship of land. 

The hunter of the Alps must be continually on the alert, 
and look up instantly he hears a noise, lest stones and rocks, 
broken and detached by freezing, will drop suddenly down 
and kill him. 1 .. 

The trip from t’bambesy to Montmelian occupied a day. 
We did not stop at the latter place but pushed on to a ham 
let where we found comfortable accommodations for the 
night. 

Bontus was well known and warmly welcomed by tin: 
mountaineers, some of whom In anticipation of his arrival, 
bad gone in senrch of game, so we were apprised that an 
old chamois browsed every morning on a table land, about 
two miles distant, as the crow flies, from the hamlet, and 
that with a field-glass, it was possible to sec him from the 
but. We decided on an attack the next morning. The 
servants were to remain behind until they heard the report 
of a gun, and Bontus and I started, full of confidence. We 
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localities in which the birds, from disease or hard winters 
were thinned out.

Club, Rochester, N. Y., a resolution was introduced to pe¬ 
tition the Legislature for un appropriation for the protection 
of game.

For 
the State of New York, three commissioners are quite suffi¬ 
cient to look after the propagation of fish; but with so vast 
a territory how many men would it not require to look after 
the protection of both fish and game, which would increase 
the expense of protecting double that of propagating. The 
same applies to other States. 

To tax the people of a State for propagating 

fish is only Just, since the more plentiful 

fish is the cheaper it is, and consequently 
the price of meat is correspondingly cheapened. Each 
individual is, therefore, benefltted by it, for by the cheapen 
ing of living through it, he is reimbursed proportionately for

PEDESTRIAN TOURNAMENT. 

Arrangements have finally been completed for the holding 
of a pedestrian tournament upon a large scale in thig elty. 
The Exposition building has been obtained for the third 
week in May. commencing on the 15th, and a walk for the 
long-distance championship of the world will then lake 
place. This walk will commence at 12 o'clock on the morn¬ 
ing of Monday, and conlinuu until Saturday night at 12 
o'clock; and the competitor walking the greatest distance 
within the 144 hours will be entitled to the first prize, $2,000 
in cash, and a challenge belt, presented by The Chicago 
Field; the second man receives $1,000 in cash, and the 
third, $500. In addition to this a special purse of $500 is 
offered to every man who may succeed in beating O’Leary's 
record of 500 miles in 142 hours, 54 minutes. In order to 
restrict the entries to men who really have a chance of 
going the distance, an entrance fee of $100 will be required, 
but this will be returned to every man who walks 400 miles 
during the week, those failing to do so will forfeit their 
money. Entries must be made on or before May 8th to Mr. 
W. B. Curtis, 18 South Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

To further encourage pedestrians who do not aspire to 
such a long walk, the management has decided to offer $500 
in purses of $100 to be'competed for on each of the first five 
days for short distance walks. The distances will be an¬ 
nounced when it is known who are likely to 
compete, and will be made with the special view 
of accommodating the pedestrians who may be in the 
city during the week. This will be a good oppor¬ 
tunity to test the abilities of walkers who arc continually 
forwarding accounts of questionable performances to the 
press for publication, and free advertising for their gate- 
money speculations.

THE AXIS D EER. 

The subject of our illustration this week, the Axis Deer, 
is taken from a drawing of one in the Zoo ogical Gardens] 
Regent’s Park, London, England. 

Of the deer of India, it is one of the most widely distrib¬ 
uted, and is found from the Himalaya Mountains to the 
south of the peninsula. Our colempotary. the “London 
Field," gives the following description of it: 

" The specimeus from Northern and Central India are. however, so 
much larger tbxn those from the South, that Hodgson distinguished 
them as two distinct species, which he names respectively Axis major 
and Axle medius, (using the name Axis minor for the hog deer, the A. 
portions of other naturalists); whereus Jordon in his "Mammals of 
India," whilst recognizing the difference In size, allows both to remain 
under the title of Axis maculatm*. 

"The general color of the Axis deer is yellowish or reddish fawn, 
with very distinct white spots, and a dark etrtpe down the bock from 
the nape of the neck to the tall. The muzzle also is dark, and the heed 
browntah. the chin and throat being light In color or white. The ant¬ 
lers are characteristic of the genus; they have one tine at the base, 
which la directed forwarde, and a aecond near the tip, the beam being 
considerably curved. The length of the larger animals from Northern 
and Central India Is from 4V4 feet to 5 feet, and the height at the shoul¬ 
der varies from 36 inches to 38 inches; whereas the variety from the 
South of India stands only about 30 Inches to 34 inches in height, and 
is a very light and graceful animal, which never showa any disposition 
to produce additional (mints on the basal fine, aa is sometlmea done by 
the northern variety. Both are known well to sportemeu ne the spotted 
doer. The Htndostanee namo is *chllal,’ or, in some parts, ‘cbltra * or 

• chitri, - and the male ' jhank.’ It le the • chatidah ’ of Bhagnlporc. the 

• bara khottya' at Rnngpore, the ' burtya' in Guruckpore, and the 'lupl' 
of the Goods.

In Central India, both ill billy ground and level plains, and ia very 
abundant on both sides of the Nerhudda in suitable places; also in 
many localities along the Western Ghats and Eastern Ghats, Northern 
Clrcara, Ac. It ia also abundant among the lower und outer ranges of 
the aub-Himalayana, and in the forests and junglea that extend Into the 
plains, and along the course of the large riven*. It is also numerous in 
the Bengal Sunderbunds, blit ia not found wild on the other side of the 
Bay of Bengal, nor does It extend Into the Punjab. Where numerous 
they are very gregarious Early in the morning they may bo found 
feeding ia the open glades, hnt soon retire to rest in the more shady 
and retired spots. 

"The Malabar spotted deer occurs lu forest all along the Malabar 
coast, coming to open glades or patches of rice land during the night, 
where it commits great depredations, and where It may aomeUlnes be 
shot early In the morning before It has retired lo tho forest. I have 
seen herds of above a hundred of those deer at the foot of the Nhllgher- 
rtea, and nearly aa numerous ones In Malabar and In the Wynaad."

Two Ravens a Match for a Fox.—The Uiunt’s Cause¬ 
way, says the Derry ( Ireland ) Standard, a few days since 
was the scene of a combat of the most extraordinary nature. 
Some carrion had been deposited on the rocks near the sea 
and a fox, evidently with the intention of makiog a meal off 
one of two ravens, which had been attracted to the spot by 
the putrid meat, curled himself up apparently asleep, close 
to the carrion. The ravens, however, regarded him w(tb 
suspicion for soma time, and finding that Reynard was not 
likely to sheer off, and probably unable longer lo withstand 
the effects of what to them was no doubt a grateful and se¬ 
ductive aroma, they, by their threatening altitudes, left 
little doubt in the minds of the numerous spectators, that 
they intended to bring mutters to un issue. The two ravens 
eventually advanced, and one of them took his stand at 
Reynard’s head, and the other at his tail. The latter led 
the attack by assaulting Reynard’s brush, the other imme¬ 
diately afterwards following suit by a powerful tap on his 
head. Reynard feigned indifference to these polite atten¬ 
tions during a few rounds, trusting no doubt that his perse¬ 
cutors would become emboldened and indiscreet, and, at 
the same time, place themselves within his reach. Indis¬ 
cretion, however, is not a (imminent characteristic of (he rar- 
vut family, and after a few more applications alternately 
on the head and tail the position became uncomfortable, 
and the fox began to show fight; but the ravens followed up 
the assault, first snapping at one and then the other. It is 
stated the warfare was carried on for more than two hours 
in this way, and on the whole the balance was against the 
fox, which, in the words of our cotemporary, “was much 
draggled and weakened, hut became more reckless as the 
liifbt waxed hotter. At this juncture they had worked or 
fought up to the edge of the r*ck on which the carrion had 
been deposited. The raven at the enemy’s tuil again tickled 
him, ana after doing so. the one at his head gave him a fear¬ 
ful pinch, upon which the fox turned after hint in great 
fury. The one at his tail again performed, and, during the 
passage of the fox after the other raven, gave him a sound 
onw ard thud, accelerating his speed so much that he lost his 
balance, and tumbled headlong into the water, amid the 
plaudits of the spectators, and the exulting croak of the 
ravens,"

THE PRESERVATION OF CAME. 

At a special meeting of the Monroe County Sportsmen’s 
Club, Rochester, N. Y., a resolution was introduced to pe¬ 
tition the Legislature for an appropriation for the protection 
of game. The subject was discussed at length, many be¬ 
lieving tbat, as the State gave liberally for the propagation of 
fish, it ought to contribute to the protection of both game 
and fish. Mr. Seth Green and other members of the club 
opposed the resolution, fearing that it might injure the 
propagation project. 

We are ever ready to endorse any just and feasible pro¬ 
ject looking to the protection of fish and game, but this 
we regard as neither the one nor the other, since there is a 
vast difference between propagation and protection. For 
the State of New York, three commissioners are quite suffi¬ 
cient to look after the propagation of fish; but with so vast 
a territory how many men would it not require to look after 
the protection of both fish and game, which would increase 
the expense of protecting double that of propagating. The 
same applies to other States. 

To tax the people of a State for propagating 

fish is only Just, since the more plentiful 

fish is the cheaper it is, and consequently 
the price of meat is correspondingly cheapened. Each 
individual is, therefore, benefitted by it, for by the cheapen¬ 
ing of living through it, he is reimbursed proportionately for 
the amount he may have been taxed. On the other hand, while 


, memorate the memory of those who have made themselves 
illustrious, whether in literature, the arts, sciences or me¬ 
chanical branches; consequently it Is incumbent on the 
sportsmen that they should follow the precedent established, 
and show to the world at large that sportsmen arc not leas 
appreciative than others. 

If there lives a sportsman who does not recognize his oh 
ligation to Frank Forester, let him remember that he owes 
it to the body of sportsmen generally to wipe out the re¬ 
proach that can now be justly cast on the fraternity, that 
their gratitude extends no further than the gratification of 
the moment. If each is to stand back and leave It to his 
neighbor to donate, the monument cannot be built. 

The object is a worthy one and concerns every sportsman, 
and as we stated in a previous issue, every horseman, for 
the latter are equally debtors to the memory of Frank For 
ester. Therefore, let all realize the necessity of doing 
that which is but an act of justice to one who did much for 
us. Horsemen and sportsmen, join hands and build a mon 
ument that will be an everlasting credit to you. 

As we said before each man cannot give ten dollars or 
five dollars, but he must be poor indeed who cannot give 
something. If it be not more than fifty cents let each con¬ 
tribute. If every sportsman and horseman would give that 
amount a suitable monument could be built. 

The address of the association having in charge the fund 
has been published; therefore no longer is the pretext, wail 
ing to see what shape the project is going to take, valid. 
The undertaking must not be allowed to fall through. 
There should be in each locality those sufficiently interested 
to solicit contributions and send them in; let Buch do it; 
it will expedite the matter.

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PEDESTRIAN TOURNAMENT. 

Arrangements have Anally been completed for the holding 
of a pedestrian tournament upon a large scale in this city.

THE AXIS DEER. 

The subject of our illustration this week, the Axis Deer, 
is taken from a drawing of one in the Zoo ogical Gardens! 
Regent’s Park, London, England. 

Of the deer of India, it is one of the must widely distrib¬ 
uted, and is found from the Himalaya Mountains to the 
south of the peninsula. Our cotemporary, the “ London 
Field," gives the following description of it: 

"The specimens from Northern and Contra) India are, however, so 
much larger than those from the South, that Hodgson distinguished 
them as two distinct species, which he names respectively Axis major 
and Axis mediae, (using the name Axis minor for the hog deer, the A. 
porclnue of other naturalists); whereas Jordon in his “ Mammals of 
India," whilst recognizing the difference in size, allows both to remain 
under the title of Axis maculata*. 

"The general color of the Axis deer is yellowish or reddish fawn, 
with very distinct white spots, and a dark stripe down the back from 
the nape of the neck to the tall. The muzzle also is dark, and the head 
brownish, the chin and throat being light In color or white. The ant¬ 
lers are characteristic of the genus; they have one tine at the base, 
which ie directed forwards, and a second near the tip, the beam being 
conaiderably curved. The length of the larger animals from Northern 
and Central India Is from 4)4 feet to 5 feet, and the height at the abonl- 
der varies from 36 Inches to 38 luches; whereas the variety from the 
South of India stands only about 80 Inches to 84 inches In height, and 
is a very light and gracefal animal, which never shown any disposition 
to produce additional points on the basal tine, as is sometimes done by 
the northern variety. Both are known well to sportsmen us the spotted 
deer. The Hlndostanee name is 'chltal,' or, in some parts, 'chitra * or 
‘ chltri,' and the male * jhank.’ It Is the • chatidah ’ of Bhagulpore. the 
•bars khotlya’ at Bnngpore, the * burtya' In Ournckpore. and the 'lupt' 
uf the Goiide. 

Of the habits and general distribution of the animal, Jer- 
don, in his “Mammals of India,” gives the following 
account: i 

"The large spotted deer is fouud in maoy of the rorests and Jungle* 
In Central India, both 111 hilly ground and level plains, and Is very 
abundant on both sides of tho Nerbuddn In suitable places; also In 
may-localities aloug the Western Ghats and Eastern Ghats, Northern 
Clrcara, Ac. It is also ubnndunt among the lower and outer ranges of 
Ibe aub-HImalayans. and in the rorests aud Jungles that exteud Into the 
plains, and along the conrae of the large rivers. It is also numerous in 
the Bengal Sunderhuuds, bnt la not found wild on the other side of the 
Bay of Bengal, nor does it extend Into the Punjab. Where numerous 
they are vory gregarious Early in the morning they may lie found 
feeding In tho open glades, bnt soon retire to rest In the more shady 
and retired spots. - * 

"The Malabar spotted deer occurs 111 forest all along the Malabar 
coast, coming to open glades or patches of rice land daring the night, 
where it commits great depredations, and where It may sometimes be 
shot early In the morning before It his retired to the forest. 1 have 
seen herds of above a hundred of those deer at the foot of the Nbltgbcr- 
rtes, and nearly as nnmerons ones In Malabar and In the Wynnad." 

That Otter Spaniel.— “Our wide-awake cotemporary, 
the Chicago Field,” says the “Turf, Field and Farm,” “is 
delighted to get the laugh on our veteran Aeld editor, but 
that old sportsman bears it philosophically, because he is 
fond of the laugh himself, and be consoles himself with the 
thought that he, unlike the editor-in-chief of the Field, 
never committed the absurd blunder of certifying to the 
genuineness of such an impossible animal as an ‘otter 
spaniel.' ” 

Now, veteran hero of many it dashing cross-country ride 
and many a death, pharisaically not congratulate yourself 
that you are not as another, so far as the cdilorof the CHIOAOO 
Field is concerned, for we certify not to that, hut which we 
know to be a fact; consequently not knowing such a canine as 
an otter spaniel, we could not have certified to its genuineness.

We have allowed this “otter spaniel" discussion a free rein, 
since there was ho valid reason why we should not, but we 
did not, nor (jo we interpret Mr. Sherwood’s statement, that 
we certiAed to her genuineness as an “otter spaniel,” and we 
are sure Mr. Bberwood makes no such claim. Mr. Sherwood 
drew our attention to the bitch in the vestibule of the Ex¬ 
hibition Building, and we certainly understood him “water” 
spaniel.

We then returned again 
for the remains of our comrades, but it was only after 
a long and perilous search that we found them. Daniel's 
head had been crushed, and one of his arms was gone; the 
body not being recognizable. Correo was entirely buried in 
the snow, and must have suffered greatly before dying, as 
only bis legs were broken; he must have frozen to death. 
We gathered up the chamois and the guns, and in a most 
mournful procession returned to the hamlet; and the next 
day the dead were buried with all the honors we could be¬ 
stow upon them. 

When everything that could make Mr. Bontus comfortable 
was done, I started for Geneva, and from there I wrote to 


The reason for this is that they miss fewer shots, for the 
following reasons; Firstly, because where driving is resorted 
to, game is always abundant, and the sportsman is not 
tempted to take long shots, which always arc and always 
will be the most fertile cause of misgiving. Secondly, 
driven birds, although a very difficult thing to a beginner, are 
easier than any other after the knack has been obtained ;for, if 
a man has good eves for distance, he cannot help making a 
good shot of this class, provided, of course, that he has 
enough of it to keep his eye in for distance. The reason of 
this is that the birds cannot swerve from the direct line, 
going at the pace they do, to cause missing on thnt account. 
Of course ft may be said the faster the object moves the 
more distance must be allowed in front of it, therefore the 
more time it has to swerve from its course. I do 
not admit the argument, for u hir<f (cither grouse 
partridge, or pheasant) iust off the ground can 
turn off at a right-angle in less than a couple of yards, 
whereas a driven bird at top speed could not do it in fifty, 
yet the distance to get in front of each would not be more 
than three to oue. But even if the argument was sound, 
there is another thing to be thought of. A driven bird sees 
you and you see him some time before you fire, .generally, 
and if he is going to swerve it will be at first ^ght of his 
enemy; and in that case there is time to take bim in his 
new«-iinc. This alteration of the course of the object 
between the momdA the trigger is pulled and that 
in which the shot reaches the point for which it is 
directed must always remain an unavoidable cause of miss¬ 
ing. But there are plenty of others which more frequently 
cause it. Long shots are the worst of all. They not only 
are a cause for their own misses on account of the object 
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being loo far, but if a man shoots many of them be gets in 
the way of shooting without confidence in himself and his 
gun, fatal, of course, to his chance, for no one ever kills 
unless he thinks he is going to do so. But how-olten have 
we not seen surprise depicted on the face of sportsmen 
when their game has gone “cheerfully away" from two de¬ 
liberate “good intentions," without a feather rutiled? And 
more than that, have we not seen a seurch instituted for the 
imaginary dead game, which was seen to go living away?— 
and that, too, by men who are good sportmcn, good shots 
and well rend in shooting literature, from Colonel Hawker 
down to Dougnll. It is hard for a good shot to believe he 
has missed clean, after a deliberate shot at an easy bird 
going striglit away not thirty yards off; but two things will 
cause it, and. perhaps, more. The first is a want of nerve, 
imperceptible, perhaps. This will cause the hand to 
fall as the trigger is pulled, and not only to fall, but 
generally to verge to one side or other, according to the way 
the gun is held. Colonel Hawker goes fully into this ease, 
and advises when it happens an aim to be taken some inches 
above the object. But the difficulty is to discover when 
it is the case, and, even then, to know exactly what 
you do wrong when it is so. On aueh days, or I should 
rather say hours, for it is not generally of long duration 

brilliant shooting cannot be expected, but a man muy drill 

himself into a way of managing bis gun so as even at such 
limes to account for most of his shots within easy distance 
The fact of doing this will soon restore the nerve, so will in 
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Ittiscellaucous.

is not frequently pulling at it, lunch, washing the face in a 
cool spring, ami many other things. But as to the manage¬ 
ment of the gun on such occasions 1 have found that a much 

more effective plan than aiming high and tiring, is putting 

up the gun a yard or two below the object and then bringing 
it up to it as quickly as possible, tiring the moment it is high 
enough while the gun is still in motion. This is slow 
but certain, and looks right in theory as well us prac¬ 
tice, for the movement in the upward direction must 
cease before the reverse can begin, the moving power 
instead or the stationary one has to be overcome 
for the muscle is not only contracted, as m the ordinary 
way of shotting, but still contracting. The second cause for 
this sort or missing is optical delusion, which I believe to 
have much greater effect than is generally admitted. \Vc 
know what effect it has in rifle shooting; but then there is 
of course an immense difference in the size of a bullet and 
the spread of a charge of No. 6, and the distance, too. is so 
dtfiercnl. But against this we must place the facts that the 
range m target shinning is always a chosen one. whereas in 
game shooting it is in every sort of place and in every direc¬ 
tion from exactly into the sun downwards. It may be that 
I am wrong in the importance I give this cause for missing 
and the facts which lead me to my conclusions about it may 
be accounted for hy infection. How often it. happens that 
when one shoots badly another will! Not only one or two 
hut a whole line of sportsmen 1 have seen lake up the miss¬ 
ing often enough, not only to the surprise of themselves 
but of those who know their usual form. This sort of thing 
generally cotues aud goes off in a few minutes Time after 
time I have noticed the curious fact that when a good shot 
begins to bungle, it often happens that bis neighbors, them¬ 
selves equally good, will do just the same. Is it infectious 
or is there a cause acting alike on everyone? I incline to 
the latter opinion, and the places I have observed the result 
in lead me to the belief that it is wholly to be accounted for 
by optical delusions. Generally it occurred on a hot, sultry 
day, in a field of big turnips, or on the sunny side of the hill 
on a moor. I never knew it happen on a cold day, and sel¬ 
dom on a wet one. It does not occur frequently, and is the 
more remarkable when it does lake place; but when it does 
come it is in a very marked manner. I can remember hav 
mg noticed it ever since I began shooting. 8o far as I know 
there is no help for it, certainly the course taken to prevent 
missing front want of nerve has no effect whatever in such 
casus. t 

Game Law of Nebraska. 

i t , ? ,TUIt Chicago Field: —Your correspondent, “G. W 
L. in your issue of the 25, with, uo doubt, the best inten¬ 
tions, committed some gross errors relative to the Nebraska 
Game Law, instead of the law as amended in 1875 The 
present law reads us follows. “It shall he unlawful for any 
person to kill ensnare, or trap any wild buffalo, elk, (except 
taking elk for the purpose of domestication,) mountain 
sheep, deer, or antelope between the first day of January 
and the first day of October, in each year; or to kill ensnare 
or trap any wild grouse, between the first day of January 
and the hrst duy of August in each year; or kill, ensnare 
trup or net any wild turkey or quail between the first day 
of January and the first day of October in eaeh year 
or to ensnare, trap, or net the same at any 
time of the year; or to buy, sell, ship, trans- 

J°! 1 . or carry, or have in possession any such animal 
or bird between the dates within which the killing, ensnar- 
mg, or trapping of such animals or birds is prohibited by 
taw , I he law also provides a penulty against all rail¬ 
road companies, express companies, and other carriers for 
carrying any such contraband game within the dates above 
designated. I make this correction of your correspondent's 
communication lest some well-disposed person, seeing it 
may be incontinently led into a violation of the law. ’
